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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to Claim 8 whicih introduces a couplilng step alters the scope of the claim and as such will 
require additional search and/or consideration. Additionally, the examiner can find no reference to the claimed "coupling" in the applicants 
specification. The amendments to independent claims 1 and 15 also alters the scope of these claims and, in light of the applicants 
arguments, would also require futher search and/or consideration. In an attempt to further the prosecution of the case, the examiner notes 
that the proposed amendment is directed towards the contents of the an advertising schedule which is being supplied by some remote 
system. Since the operation of the remote system is not positively claimed, the type of data per se that it produces and sends provides 
little if any patentable weight. The applicants specification has support forclaiming a remote system that generates such schedules in 
paragraphs [0037]-[0042], so the examiner suggests amending the claims to include as the first component in the claims "a remote 
system that generates an advertising schedule dependent on plays of said media". . 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendments alter the scope of the claims. 
However, in response to the applicants arguments that Radziewicz does not teach scheduleing advertisements based upon "plays of said 
media, the examiner notes that paragraph [0016] of the applicants specification provides an example of the claimed "plays of said media" 
in which indicates that advertisements can be displayed after certain media is selected by a customer. As disclosed by Radziewicz in Col 
23, lines 17-32, the determination of whether an advertisement is to be displayed is based upon whether or not the customer has selected 
media. If the customer selected media within a certain time frame, the advertisement is scheduled. Therefore, the Radziewicz does 
disclose scheduling advertising based upon the "plays of said media. 
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
